Washington —OP)— A nationwide 


educational campaign, fortified by 
Vgood example in the home," was

This was the conclusion of a com- 


posite prohibition report, presented 
yesterday to President Hoover and 
described as a "woman's postscript" 
Jto the Wickersham study. 


It was made public today at a 


luncheon by the Woman's National 
Committeee for Law Enforcement. 


In one of the 22 individual studies 


from the consensus was drawn, Mrs. 
Clement I. Shaver, wife of tht» for- 
mer chairman of the Democratic na- 
tional committee, urged women to 
forget they were Democrats or Re- 
publicans and vote only "to over- 
throw the liquor traffic." She said 
President Hoover was in a "strong 
position" because of his prohibition 
stand. 


Mrfc> Gifford Pinchot, wife of the 


Pennsylvania governor, conceded en- 
forcens^At was 
"a tough nut 
to 


crack," adding that if the drys did 
not want it enough to fight for it 
the amendment "might just as well 
be repealed." 
Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, woman 


suffrage leader, said she had never 
observed a liquor law that was en- 
forced, but that prohibition was "a 
better law and better enforced" than 
any system slu had seen. 


Quotes \'ale Professor 


Mrs. Irving Fischer, wife of the 


Tale university economist, quoted 
her husband that prohibition had 
"raised productively. by at least 
three billion dollars a year." 


Commander Evangeline Booth of 


the. Salvation Army used statistics 
to suggest the conclusion that a 
man "has a better chance of life in 
this country with her bandits than 
in Britain with her brewers." 


"We believe," said the composite 


statement "that the report of the 
WIckersbam commission has done 
much to strengthen opinion favoring 
the eighteenth amendment. 


"We believe that their conclusions, 


arrived at In spite of the personal 
preferences of at least half of the 
commission, testify more strongly 
than anything else could have done 
to the social and economic benefits 
already evident as a result of the 
eighteenth amendment." 


"Wo maintain," the report 
said, 


"that the question has been referred 
to the people In «very congressional 
election, with the result that after 
five such elections there are today 
more members of congress favorable 
to prohibition than at the time of 
the passage of the amendment. 


"Wo find tho public not only un- 


informed but largely misinformed 
because many channels of rublicity 
are virtually closed to prohibition 
factual information. 


"We find that the opponents of 


prohibition, while voicing their ap- 
proval of an educational 
campaign 


and training for temperance, have 
prevented the dissemination of In- 
formation from federal sources by 
blocking appropriations of funds for 
this purpose."

Washington—(XP)— A momentous 


calendar awaits the supremo court 
when it reconvenes Monday after a 
short recess. 


Expectations are that a ruling 


will be handed down on the first 
day in the dispute over the validity 
of the Boulder Canyon Project act. 


Arizona attacked the act—under 


which the $109,000,000 Hoover dam 
and power system is being built- 
contending tho necessary interstate 
compact encroached upon her con 
stitutlonal rights. Arizona did not 
join the six other Colorado river 
basin states in the compact and has 
fought the project at every turn. 


The six states sued by Arizona 


joined Secretary Wilbur in asking 
dismissal of the action, 
in which 


Arizona named California, Nevada, 
Utah, New Mexico, Colorado and 
Wyoming, as well as the interior 
secretary. 
They contend Arizona 


will not be deprived of any vested 
rights in the Colorado river and 
that she lacks valid ground for com' 
plaint. 


Much of the court's time 
next 


week will be consumed in oral argu- 
ments. 
Instead of the two hours 


granted by rules, six and one-quar- 
ter hours have been allotted in the 
New Jersey protest of New York 
city's right to divert water from, the 
Delaware river for municipal use. 


Three and one-half hours'will be 


used in arguments over an attack 
on President Hoover's conservation 
program embodied in an interior de- 
partment order issued in 1029 which 
closed public lands to oil and gas 
prospecting. 


River Diversion Case 


In the Delaware river diversion 


case. New Jersey will be allotted 
three hours, New York city two 
hours, New York state 30 minutes, 
and Pennsylvania, 45 minutes. 


Pennsylvania does not object to 


tho proposed diversion by New York 
city but asks to be permitted to 
divert water for Philadelphia from 
tho river, and insists all diversion 
be under regulation by a river 
master. 


The special master appointed by 


the court recommended New York 
city be permitted to take 440,000,000 
gallons daily from the headwaters 
of the river Instead of 600,000,000 
gallons sought.

tion is attacked in three cases from 
California and one from New Mex- 
ico. Prospectors challenge the right 
of the president to close public lands 
to them without specific authority 
from congress.

Washington—OP)—A plan which it 


was estimated would have men who 
earn their money upward- of $20,000,- 
000 a year in taxes was before a con- 
gressional committee today for con 
sideration. 


After 
an investigation for 
the 


joint committee of internal revenue 
taxation. L. H. Parker reported his 
belief that incressed exemptions on 
earned income should be 
given to 


federal taxpayers. 
Parker's recommendation, submit 


ted to Chairman Hawley of the com 
nittee, said present relief "appears 
entirely Inadequate to 
provide for 


the differential In tax between earn 
ed income' and unearned ' income 
which appears proper." 


"The present earned income re- 


lief," he said, "can properly be in- 
creased somewhat on incomes up to 
about $28,000; no additional relief 
should be given on net incomes be 
tween $28,000 and $30,000; on net in- 
'comes above 
$30,000 considerably 


more relief should be given." 


Parker said, however, the report 


was not prepared with reference to 
the present depression and "should 
not be construed as indicating the 
practicability of adopting any of the 
suggestions . . . in the immedi 
ate future." 


He proposed three methods of re- 


lief. One would permit deduction of 
12J per cent of the earned net in- 
come from income subject to normal 
and surtaxes. The second would al- 
low a 33 1-3 per cent Seduction from 
income subject to normal tax only; 
the third would "use a table of con< 
slants so designed as to permit of 
the determination of an earned in- 
come tax credit directly 
from the 


table as soon as the earned net in- 
come has been computed." 


On earned income 
of 
$75,000 


which now pays a tax of $9,818, 
Parker said, the tax under the three 
proposed methods would be $8,202 
and $9,123 and $8,904, respectively. 


Be estimated the decreased tax re- 


ceipts would total from $20,000,000 to 
934,000,000, depending upon the re- 
lief proposal. 


"In my opinion," Parker asserted, 


"the report is sufficient to establish: 
First, .that earned Income relief is 
justifiable; second, that the present 
method of granting relief is too com- 
plicated. an*'in many cases inade- 
quate: and third, that new methods 
are available which will correct the 
defects of the present method."

Farmers 
were docked from three to 40 percent 
and charged for cleaning the grain,' 
the resolution said. 


The commission reported that all 


trading in grain at .the Head of the 
Lafces waS carried on at Duluth, out- 
side the commission's Jurisdiction. 
The average dockage, for wheat and 
rye is 'less .than three per cent, the 
commission said; adding that 
no 


charge ,s made for cleaning when 
the elevators Tteep the screenings. 


Owners may buy screenings for 


two cents a. bushel, tho cleaning 
charge, the commission reported. El- 
evators do not manufacture con- 
centrated feeds but sell screenings 
for less than $10 a ton, tho report 
said. 


"We arc satisfied that the charges 


contained in the- resolution 
have 


been grossly exaggerated and that

investigation is unneces- 


sary," the commission said. "We, 
therefore, recommend the dropping 
of these charges."

025 In 1927 to $222,361 in 1928. Th

fire, in which a huge loss was suf 
fered. 


"If the board would take an aver 


age over the last 10 years I am sure 
it would be closer to $35,000 a year 
— which is a long way from 
the 


$200,000 we pay in insurance premi 
urns."

ation" for City 


The perfection 
which the Na- 


tional Board of Fire Underwriter* 
suggested In the fire fighting facil- 
ities of Appleton "represents an ideal 
situation that is 
not economically 


possible for a city the size of Apple- 
ton," the Appleton Water Commis- 
sion saM to3ay !n a statement Sis- 
cussing the report of the underwrit- 
ers' board made public yesterday. 


The statement 
says 
that the 


pumplngr plant 
is sufficiently well 


equipped to cope with any demand 
for water that might arise and that 
the present pumping capacity, with- 
out the addition of new equipment 
suggested in the report, is twice the 
demand here. 


The commission declares 
that It 


has always felt that, the number of 
hydrants In Appleton 
is sufficient 


and that Appleton now 
has many 


more hydrants than most cities of 
similar size. 


It was stated that the records of 


the distributing system, which the 
report criticised 
as 
incomplete, 


have been brought -up to date and 
now are thoroughly satisfactory. 


"The report of the National Board 


of Fire Underwriters recently sub- 
mitted to the city is a thorough and 
complete analysis of the fire fight 
ing facilities, but it represents the 
ideal situation and one that is not 
economically .possible to attain for 
a city the size of Appleton," 
the 


commission's statement says. 


"It might be interesting to state 


that the fire demand for a city the 
size of Appleton, or 
about 28,000 


population, is 5,000 gallons a minute 
while in a city of over twice the size 
namely, 60,000, the fire demand only 
increases 2,000 gallons a minute, or 
7,000 gallons a minute. 


The report states that the filitra- 


tion plant is adequately capable ol 
meeting the fire underwriters stan- 
dards. It further states that the 
supply in the 
pumping station is 


adequate but somewhat unreliable, 
and that an additional pump of four 
millions gallons capacity per day be 
Installed. The total pumping capac- 
ity of the pumping station is about 
10,000 gallons per minute divided in- 
to two 4 million gallons oil engine 
units, one 4 million gallon gasoline 
unit, and one 2 million gallon elec- 
trical unit. This provides a very 
flexible pumping arrangement 
In 


that either of the above units can be 
out of service if desired and still 
leave an ample reserve 
pumping 


capacity. The Wisconsin Inspection 
bureau always maintained and had

that the water plan was amply cap- 
able of delivering the required fire 
flow.

further states that a. minimum of 
250,000 gallons of

changes and marked expansion in 
several important directions.

We have travelled a long way since 
tho time when the grocer scooped 
out flour, sugar, coffee, etc., Into 
paper bags, Instead of handling the 
customer neat packages of standard 
weight and quality as he now does. 
Today, however, we are 
on the 


threshold 
of new 
developments 


which will eclipse by far the im- 
provements of the past.

(2) Certain foods will be Impreg- 


nated with vitamins and medicinal 
properties.

(3) Under the new McNary-Mapes 


Law, generaly quality of

such by the government. 


(4) Frozen food will have a tre- 


mendous influence on food markets 
of the future. 


(5) Meat packers will be allowed 


to wholesale other products than 
meat and may be allowed to enter 
the retail field also. 


(6) Independent retailers of meats 


will have an advantage over 
the 


chain store under new quick freez- 
ing methods of retail distribution. 


QUICK FREEZING 


Frozen foods will bring- about 


some marked changes in retailing 
methods. 
This process is already 


being applied to meats, fish, vege- 
tables, fruits, poultry 
and 
other 


foods, with good success. 
It re- 


quires special machines I which car- 
ry the packaged foods through ex- 
treme cold, freezing them so quickly 
that the ice particles in the cells of 
the food do not puncture the cell 
walls o£ allow Juices to escape to 
the surface and be lost. Further- 
more, the process prevents 
easy 


entrance of decay bacteria, after the 
foods are thawed out. Shipments 
ot -such frozen foods, properly re- 
frigerated have been made around 
the world and have arrived in first 
clasa condition. 


This new method will bring about 


the following changes: 
First, the 


skilled butcher will not be needed 
in the meat market of the future. 
A clerk can pass out frozen meats, 
vegetables and fruits in 
standard 


packages Just as he does breakfast 
foods and other articles. 
Second, 


the small independent grocer may 
be able to sell standard frozen foods 
at or below chain store prices. This 
will be the first advantage of the 
small grocer has had since the 
chains got under way.

SEARCH FOR EARLY MAN 
Roy Chapman Andrews, paleontol- 


ogist of the American Museum of 
Natural History, recently returned 
from his fifth expedition into Central 
'Asia. , 


Before undertaking these expeditions 


Dr. Andrews and other scientists" be- 
lieved the Gobi desert section of Mon- 
golia to be the oldest geologic spot on" 
the earth, and logically concluded that 
here evidence should be found which 
would take the history of man back 
many hundreds of thousands of years. 


Exploration has verified this belief, 


and his expeditions have resulted in 
the discovery of the remains of mam- 
mals that formerly existed only in 
scientific theories. The eggs of the 
giant dinosaur were found in earth 
strata dating back to periods millions 
of years ago. 


Dr. Andrew's last expedition was 


undertaken primarily with the hope 
of discovering, if possible, evidence of 
man's existence in the Pliocene Age, 
which would carry man's origin back 
at least one million years and possibly 
countless ages beyond. Already had 
been found in December, 1929 near 
Peking, China, by Chinese naturalists, 
the remains of a prehistoric man now 
known as the "Peiping Man." This 
was found in geologic strata which de- 
termined his existence as at least two 
hundred fifty thousand years ago. 


The expedition's last quest was un- 


successful so far as finding man's ac- 
tual remains. But in a bog estimated 
to be one millions years old was found 
the skeletons of forty enormous bc.i*t.s. 
the shovel-tusked mastadon. Dr. An- 
drews wistfully comments: "The ri.o- 
cene man may have sat on the hills 
watching the mastadons struggling in 
the bog." 


Dr. Henry Fairfield Osborn, the 


head of the American Museum of Nafc 
ural History, states that within a gen- 
eration we shall be in possession of 
much more conclusive information re- 
garding man's ancient lineage and that 
the human stock may be traced back 
, fifty million years. "The new hypoth- 
esis carries us into a geologic an- 
tiquity hitherto undreamed of. To my 
mind the human brain is the most mar- 
velous and mysterious object in the 
whole universe, and no geologic period 
seems too long to allow for its natu- 
ral evolution." 
! 
The difficulties met with on these 


expeditions have been great. The Gobi 
desert region is overrun with bandits 
.who care nothing for science, and the 
revolutions taking place in China adds 
to the hazards to be encountered. It 
is to be hoped that internal conditions 
in that country will soon be adjusted 
so that this most fascinating and en- 
lightening; exploration may continue. 


FRANCE FEELS THE DEPRES- 


SION 


Since the war France has been the 


dominant country of continental Eu- 
rope. She cannot be blamed for util- 
izing her power for her own ends and 
it is natural that she should continue 
to do so as long as possible. 


In the pending discussions on dis- 


armament before the League of Nations 
her attitude will be to maintain her 
present proportionate Advantage in 
land forces. Her disposition has been 
to hold up the final settlement of the 
London Naval Agreement by insisting 
on a considerable increase in her navy. 
She has also been backward about ac- 
cepting any naval arrangement with 
Italy except one which would give her 
superiority. The spending of money 
has not been a vital factor controlling 
her attitude. The proposed economic 
agreement between Austria and Ger- 
many met with distinct disapproval as 
a force detrimental to her political and 
economic prestige. 


Up to the present time France has 


been fortunate,—more so than most 
countries during the present world 
economic depression. The country has 
been self-satisfied that no serious de- 
pression had come its way, and the 
second largest gold reserve in the 
world has given it a sense of security. 


But conditions are changing. Un- 


employment not only has arrived in 
France, but it is receiving public rec- 
ognition. The prefect of the Seine has 
issued regulations for the payment of 
unemployment allowances in Paris, 
and in the north of France 750,000 tex- 
tile operators are working short time, 
while many additional thousands have 
no work at all. Employers are threat- 
ening to "reduce wages in almost all 
lines of industry with possible strikes 
appearing as a result. 
^ 


Should there internal difficulties in- 


crease, and they are very apt to do so, 
the French foreign policy may become 
less aggressive. 


Domestic difficulties in England un- 


doubtedly affected the government's 
policy of conciliation towards India 
and the world at large. A good eco- 
nomic crisis in France may be the 
means of creating a new view there 
concerning the problems and troubles 
of others. 


A FAKE S. O. S. 


The other day the Atlantic Coast 


was stirred to action by the ever dread- 
'ed S. O. S. call for assistance. 
The 


call was mysterious and indefinite, yet 
described a vessel in distress off Bar- 
negat. The radio channels were stilled 
and every available boat of the Coast 
Guard in the immediate vicinity rushed 
to the indicated location. But no trace 
of a ship or evidence of a wreck could 
be found. Subsequent checks by radio 
engineers indicated the call had been 
sent out from some station in Hoboken 
and the Coast Guard believes it was- 
a. stratagem of rum-runners to clear the 
way for their operations. 


That the S. O. S. call should be used 


for any purpose other than its designat- 
ed character is beyond the compre- 
hension of all except those with an ut- 
ter disregard of the welfare of others. 
It is usually the last hope of salva- 
tion of a ship's passengers and crew, 
and its whole value rests upon the 
guarantee against its misuse. That any 
person or group of persons should use 
it for ulterior motives is about at vi- 
cious an act as can be imagined. 


There are some pretty mean people 


in the world. One example of mean- 
ness is the person who, with a "cure" 
for an incurable disease, leads his vic- 
tim on with false hopes and so to his 
eventual death. Those who fake an 
S. O. S. call are in the same class. 


They are just miserable creatures, 


and deserve a punishment with the 
humiliation of the whipping post as 
well as the sting of a lash.

Senator Jsorris sorrowfully announced on Sat- 


urday that "the constitutional amendment Is 
dead." He was referring, of course to the so- 
called "lame-duck Amendment by which Presi- 
dents would assume office sooner after being 
elected and a Congress chosen in November 
would meet early in the following January in- 
stead of. as now. twelve months later. For this 
change Senator Norrig has fought consistently 
for several years, and success seemed at last 
in sight when the principle of the amendment 
had been accepted by both houses.

Then in order to encourage peo- 


ple who might seek to carry out the 
suggestion the recondite doctor re- 
marks that It Is the popular belief 
that "colds" are caused by drafts. 
Whether he shares this belief he 
does not say but he comes right out 
and declares unequivocally that a 
"cold" is a disease "of germ origin." 
Try to keep the testimony, clear in 
your mind while the distinguished 
authority goes on with his exposi- 
tion. 


Now, then, to say that something 


Is "of germ origin" Is not precisely 
to say it is caused by germs. There 
is a subtle distinction there, perhaps 
a little too subtle, but It is there, 
all right, oh, it must be there, for 
ths doctor immediately reminds his 
readers that exposure to a draft 
"lowers resistance"—whatever "re- 
sistance" may be. 


A baffling puzzle, ladies and pro- 


viders: How to admit enough fresh 
air to give good ventilation with- 
out moving the air. A draft Is a 
current of air, moving air. 


I was about to offer a handsome 


prize for the first correct solution, 
but really that would not be quite 
fair to our subscribers, for as stated 
the problem is not soluble. There's 
a catch in it, you will see. Fairly 
put, the problem is: How admit suf- 
ficient fresh air so that occupant 
may not suspect or know the air is 
in motion. Even as correctly stated 
the problem is still a poser, for there 
is a variable factor concerned, name- 
ly the perceptivity of the individual 
body of air movement The old time 
health authorities or hygienists ev- 
en attempted an arbitrary classifica- 
tion of air currents'according to 
rate of movement, and set a mini- 
mum rate of so many feet per min- 
ute for draft. But who shall say a 
draft becomes harmful only when 
one is uncomfortably aware of it, 
or that it isn't a draft at all if a 
thick skinned lout doesn't mind it? 
I leave the problem to the old ladles 
of one sex or another. 


The "resistance" which our noted 


colleague drags In to cover his con- 
fusion and complete that of his au- 
dience, is wholly hypothetical or fan- 
ciful. 
There is not a scintilla of 


scientific evidence that there is any 
such state, In man or animal. We 
are not speaking of Immunity, which 
is a. well recognized state, readily de- 
nunstrable scientifically, even meas- 
urable in some Instances. Of course 
these eminent doctors who resort to 
the good old dodge of "lowered re- 
sistance" whenever they find them- 
selves In this particular predicament 
do not mean immunity. They do 
not know what they mean and they 
dare not even attempt to explain 
what "resistance" is or how they ar- 
rive at the conception of "resis- 
tance.

He 
served as governor of North Dakota 
for two terms, was elected for a 
third, but was recalled at a special 
election. 


Two years later he ran for the 


senate, took the post from the vet- 
eran McCumber and has been in the 
senate ever since. 


During the Coolldge administra- 


tion he was one of the four senators 
"read1 out" of the republican party 
because of their disagreement with 
national leaders. Changing political 
currents restored him to good stand- 
Ing, however, although he continued 
as one of the members of the farm 
bloc of western senators. 


He has been a farmer, a school 


teacher, business man and politician.

Stocky and heavy-set, he has 


about the baldest head of any sen- 
ator. He played football at college, 
was considered in his day at the 
University of North Dakota a real 
hero of the gridiron. 


Among his children are twin -girls. 


Their names are Unie Mae and 
Versfe Mae—so named by Mrs. 
Frazier for- University of North 
Dakota 
where the senator made 


such a name for himself as an ath- 
lete. 


He wanted to study law, but at 


the request of his mother returned 
t^ the farm when a brother who op- 
erated the property died. Here he 
drifted Into local politics, first be- 
coming a member of the township 
board and chairman of the board of 
directors of the local school district. 


When the Nonpartlsan movement 


was launched im-1915, he identified 
himself with It. The next year he 
became its candidate for governor. 


He won the nomination and was 


elected by a large vote, received a 
still greater majority when he was 
re-elected two years later. 


'Vindication' 


In 1920, opposition to the Non- 


partisan program had grown, but In 
spite of it he was elected for a third 
time. The bitterness stirred up in, 
the campaign and strife within the 
Nonpartisan ranks, however, helped 
lead to the launching of a recall elec- 
tion and he was forced out. 


His position as leader of the Non- 


partisans was unimpaired, and when 
two years later he won a senate 
seat, his followers claimed the vic- 
tory was "a rebuke to the recall and 
reaffirmed the faith of North Da- 
kota's people In hi$ integrity." 


In the senate he speaks seldom, 


but when he does it is usually with 
force and power. 


He dresses plainly and cares little 


for social life. He works hard at his 
Job. shuns things that interferes 
with his duties.

her mother said today. "She was 
only a year and a half old then, but 
sue almost thinks she can remem- 
ber walking in the garden with her 
father." 


The training of Gloria's voice will 


not begin until she is 16, because 
her father believed that no singer 
should start studying voice -until 
that age.

She apparently has inherited 
some of his gift for caricature—she 
draws' and paints very well. 


"She has her father's humor and 


his generosity. Caruso could never 
pass a beggar In the street. Ho gave 
a third of his fortune. Gloria can't 
pass beggars either." 


There Is a deeper sympathy be- 


tween Gloria and her father. Until 
two years ago she used to love to 
listen to his records and play.ed 
them all the time. She can't any- 
more. 


"Gloria couldn't explain It," her 


mother said, "but I think the~ Ital- 
ians have a word that %vould explain 
it—a word that means a vast loneli- 
ness, a great, vague longing for 
something outside of yourself."

likes to talk about her 


father. She. is almost fiercely proud 
of him. After listening to1-'the recent 
broadcast from the 
A Vatican. she<| 


said to her mother, "was my fath-1 
er's voice_ heard all around 
the 


world, too? Was it heard in China?" 
- About three years ago Mussolini 
received one day a letter written in 
the sprawling, unformed hand of a 
little girl and, her mother fears. In 
not very good Italian. It started out 
something like this: 


"I, Gloria Caruso, the daughter of 


Enrico Caruso, ask you to send.me 
your photograph." 


And tacked on the end, in Eng- 


lish, was a postscript which read: 


"Please don't forget to dedicate 


it to me." 


She got the 
photograph, auto- 


graphed "a Gloria Caruso.". . 
, . 


" "In fairness to Gloria, her mother 
said, 'T am giving her the ground- 
work to become an operatic singer, 
but I am Inclined to think that she 
won't."

"Under present circumstances, the 


citizens of Wisconsin who travel 
through Chicago to the lower pen- 
insula of Michigan and Intermediate 
points must pay more 
for their 


transportation than the citizens of 
neighboring states are required to 
pay for theirs. The result is a clear 
violation of the Interstate Commerce 
Act. The undue prejudice to Wis- 
consin can only be removed by uni- 
formity In absorbing the 
transfer 


charge. If It' Is not .added in one 
contiguous territory. It may not be 
added in the other." 


Since Examiner Curtis made his 


report, the defending railroads in the 
case have attacked it, readily admit-

If a supply of vegetables is to be 
grown for canning and storage. 


Vegetables most suitable 'for can- 


ning1 are tomatoes, peas, corn and 
beans for various kinds. Those best 
adapted to storage are potatoes, 
sweet potatoes (in the south), beets, 
carrots, cabbage, onions, celery, tur- 
nips ana rutabages, pumpkins and 
squashes. Parsnips and salsify may 
remain in the ground until wanted 
for use. 


Plant Extra for Canning 


For best results extra or special 


plantings of certain of these crops 
should be made in order to have a 
plentiful supply for canning or stor- 
age. Canning the surplus is ail 
right provided enough tomatoes, 
corn or beans are planted to insure 
a surplus, otherwise special plant- 
ings for canning should always be 
made. 


I>ate plantings are usually made 


of potatoes, beets, carrots, turnips 
and celery to provide a supply for 
storing. 


The canning of vegetables in the 


home has been worked out to an 
exact science and the methods are 
described fully In bulletinjt publish- 
ed by the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture and by the state colleges. 
The directions given In these pub- 
lications cover canning in tin, which 
has been greatly simplified, and can- 
ning In glass. 


The vegetables are'divided into 


two classes •— the acid vegetables 
like tomatoes that may be processed 
in hot water, and the non-acid vege- 
tables like- peas, corn and beans 
that require a higher temperature 
than that of boiling water to pro- 
cess them safely. 


Storage Is Easy Way 


Storage is the cheapest and sim- 


plest way of keeping many of the 
garden vegetables for winter use. 
An outdoor pit or a cool cellar is 
the most practical place in which to 
store the products. 


Winter storage of 
vegetables, 


however, is limited to that part if 
the country where the fall and win- 
ter temperatures are relatively low 
and where the storage space can be 
kept cool by ventilation. 


Concrete construction on the farm 


Is now so simple that anyone can 
build an outside storage pit or cel- 
lar at moderate expense. As a rule 
these outdoor cellars are built about 
two-thirds under ground with a 
mound of earth over them, or they 
may be built In the side of a hill 
with the front exposed so that the
